It was rumored in San Francisco
Thursday night that a movement =
on foot to bring about o change In the
municipal sdministration by forcing
the resignation of Mayor Schmitz and
choosing In his stead Frederick W,
Déhrman, a prominent wholesale mer-
chant, as mmyor., The report lacks of-
ficlal confirmation.

Abraham Ruef Thursday made
dood his deciaration of Wednendany
that he would, following his change
of plea of gullty In the extortion case
against him, turn state's evidence and
assist the bribery-graft progecution in
g campalgn agalnst municipal cor-
ruption.
